U. S. Export 
Has Been 
Riding High

NEW YORK (AP)-American 


exporters have been riding high. 
But a slight dip in the most re- 
cent monthly report is reviving 
fears of declining opportunities in 
some of their best markets—no- 
tably in Western Europe. 


Specifically: 
Are we helping 


build up economies elsewhere that 
are becoming so self sufficient 
that these countries no longer 
need our goods? 


The big industrial gains in Eu- 


rope and in Japan—helped along 
by U.S. foreign aid—have offered 
a market for American producers 
of raw materials and machinery 
The industrial boom there hai 
been one reason that in the first 
four months of this year our com- 
mercial exports were running ui 
an annual rate of $20.3 billion, ot 
8 per cent higher than iu the pre- 
vious year.
